Have Been 
Drafted Yet

to this time no doctors have been 
drafted for 
military service.

linvp volunteered to fill the need 
for medical men.

Now more are needed. And se- 


lective service says that If enough 
doctors don't volunteer. 
It will 


have to draft some in July, 
Au- 


gust, and September. It's ready to 
draft up 'to 1,202. 


Doctor 
who volunteer will be 


commissioned as officers. But, se- 
lective service says, 
those 
who 


wait till they're drafted will fio In 
as buck privates. 


Bui selective service says H Isn't 


shouting at doctors in gcncrnl. It 
is aiming only at a special group, 
called priority one. In fact, no doc- 
tors may be drafted 
until 
those 


available 
in 
priority ones 
are 
called. 


Doctors in that group ni'c those 


who received medical 
education 


at government expense or 
were 


deferred from s e r v i c e 
during 


World War II to attend medical 
school nnd who have served less 
than SO days in the armed forces. 


Under the law will doctors up to 


50 have had to register and, under 
tv.j law, any one of them under 50 
could be 
drafted. 
But 
congress 


asked the President to sec 
to 
It 


that none would be drafted before 
those in priority one. 


Jt can be seen that 
most 
of 


those in iriorlty one are young or 
comparatively young doctors. 


This is a brief explanation, 
During the war the government 


set up an army specialize dtrain 
ing program (AST) and a similar 
program for the navy, called V-12. 


Under that program the govern- 


ment would pay the expenses of 
youths studying 
to 
be 
doctors, 


dciitists, scientists, and so on. 


Under that program, also, 
be- 


sides receiving government pay, 
they were to be exempt from the 
draft until they were graduated. 


But once they were graduated, 


it wns understood, they'd start pay- 
ing back their debt to the govern- 
ment by joining the army or navy. 


Those who finished 
bcfor e the 


war's end did just that although 
some didn't see much service be- 
fore the shooting stopped. 


The AST and V-12 programs end- 


ed in the fall of 1945 when, with 
the war over, there wasn't such 
great need for doctors in thearmy 
and navy. 


This meant that many 
youths, 


with part of 
their schooling 
al- 


ready paid for by the government, 
were free to finish at their own ex- 
pense. 


And, 
when they did finish, they 


were free to go into private prac- 
tice. Some joined the armed forces. 
Some went into military 
reserve 


units. Some just went into private 
practice. 


After the Korean outbreak, 
the 


armed forces made a bid to get 
some of those young doctors, who 
had had some schooling at govern- 
mnel expense, to pay up their debt 
by joining up, 


The bid got a cool response from 


the young doctors, 
although 
tho 


American Medical a s s o c i a tlon 
urged them to slghn up, 


So congress passed a law giv- 


ing the President power to call 
any doctor up to 50. But congress 
asked him to do the drafting 
in 


this priority order: 


1. Those who had AST or V-1S 


and put in less than 00 clays' mili- 
tary service or none lit all, (Thi« 
No. 1 group also 
includes those 


who paid for their own medical 
training but were deferred 
from 


World War II draft because they 
were sutdying medicine.) 


2. Those who had AST or 
V-12 


training nnd put in more than BO 
days* 
service 
but 
less than 21 


months of it. 
(It 
also Includes 


those in parentheses under No. l.t 


And there were a couple of oth- 


er groups after those: Doctors who 
didn't take any part in the AST or 
V-12 programs but had no military 
service, those who did have mili- 
tary service 
of 
more than 
21 


months' and so on,
